The memory of Prof. Farmer, re-

was somebody "else up there beside 
Prof. Rogers and his asistanis. and 
that man was Mr. Farmer. 
They 


wanted to make a display; they want- 
ed to show up an electric light larger 
than any chat had been seen up to that 
time. Mr. Farmer had no such idea. 
He wanted to do what had not been 
done in the world before, and what 
has not been done, possibly with one 
exception, since. He wanted to de- 
termine how much power, how much 
horse-powar it required to produce 
that light; and out of the data which 
he obtained in. those experiments in 
the dome of the Boston State House, 
on that night of July 4th, I860, was 
the mechanical equivalent 
of light, 


and he gave us the fact that to sup- 
port the light, not the heat, but the 
ligh, of one candle required the ex- 
penditure of 13.1 foot-pounds per min- 
ute. 


Sometime afer that, Prof. Thomson, 


of Copenhagen, undertook from simi- 
lar data, to get a result, and the re- 
sults were very closely accordant. 


It is sincerely to be hoped that Mr. 


Farmer's notebooks will be edited and 
published. Their contents 
are 
be- 


lieved by those who have inspected 
them, to consist of matter -which was 
new science at that time. 


Moses G. Farmer, as He Looked in 1.C47. 


have discovered some nt"\v fac-t, or 
disferned some new bearing of an al- 
ready ascertained fact, hasten to pub- 
lish it. in order to obtain for ourselves 
priority. 
Indeed ire .some countries, 


notably in France, there is an elabor- 
ate system of sealing papers, whereby 
a man may state in genera; terms 
something into which, perhaps, he has 
obtained 
some 
insight, 
and then 


when some one else tomes forward at 
a later dale, he can produce from the 
archives of the Academy of Paris his 
hidden statement, which guarantees 
him that much coveted priority. 


Vanity is doubtless at the root of 


this curious practice. Tins quality, 
for it is a quality, and a good one. H' 
it is properly balanced, is the last 
winch we could possibly ascribe to 
Mosos G. Farmer. 
In bun the world 


'had a clever, industrious worker, who 
observed, deduced, and noted down 
facts, which, had they lieen published 
at the time, would have covered Him 
with honor and renown. We can quite 
sympathize with this modesty, but to- 
day can see the pity of it; for had 
those notebooks been given 
to the 


world, applied electricity would, with- 
out doubt, have come inorp rapidly in- 
to promincnx-e in the industries of 
makind than it has done. It may be 
said that the now wic'iice has come 
on quite- fast enough, but useful pro- 
gress in the application and acquir- 
mont of knowledge cannot proceed 
too rapidly.

There are many cows lost each year 


from milk faver, and the worst fea- 
ture about it is that it is very apt to 
be the best cows in the herd— that is, 
tho**; bes>t for inilk production. It may 
be that in some cas^s It Js caused by 
overfeeding-, says American Cultivator, 
especially during the period that taey 
go dry before calving. We do not re- 
member ever having seen or heard of 
a case where it happened to a heifer 
dropping her first calf. Possibly drying 
off too early or rapidly may cause it 
in some eases, or a neglect to draw the 
milk If the udder fills before ealvlpg, 
thus creating a fever by the absorp- 
tion of the milk into the system. It 
seldom occurs to cows that are i»ot 
let go dry at all or are continuous 
milkers. 


It usually begins about the second 


or third day after the calf is born, and 
the first symptoms are usually a chil 
and a nervous twitching of the head 01 
ears. Then comes the stage where th« 
animal refuses to eat, and the secre- 
tions of milk are lessened and the bow- 
els constipated, after which the cow 
is down and refuses to stand up. If It 
gets to this stage, there is> but little 
chance of saving the life, though we 
have done so by the giving of doses of 
one pound of salts In which was put 
an ounce of Jamaica ginger or perhaps 
a gill of whisky or rum, then injec- 
tions of warm soapsuds until there 
was a movement of the bowels. 


This may be better as a treatment 


for preventing It If ghen a day or 
two before she calves. Other preven- 
tives are not to feed too highly just 
before or after calving. 
Give some 


moderate exercise 
and 
avoid 
co^d 


winds or rains, heavy drinks of very 
cold water or allowing the cow to lie 
flown in a cold place. It may be a con- 
stitutional weakness in some cows, chie 
perhaps to close breeding, too h'gh 
feeding of the mother or lack of exer- 
cise. It sometimes seems to be an epi- 
demic and attacks almost every cow in 
the herd, yet in such cases we should 
look rather to find some cause common 
to the treatment of the whole than to 
it being contagions. 


The treatment by cold water "cure 


has been recommended by some— that 
is, wrapping her body in a wet sheet. 
then covering "with two or three wool 
en blankets and a rubber blanket if at 
hand. This should start a perspiration 
tn fifteen to twenty minutes, and if it 
does not repeat it. To move the bowels 
take one ounce nux •* omica, sixteen to 
eighteen ounces glauber or epsom saltfc, 
four and a half ounces common table 
salt, and boil for ten minutes iu two 
quarts of -water; then ghe a pint once 
an hour. With this should go the injec- 
tion of "warm soapsuds, taking care to 
see that she can swallow by trying 
with a little water first.

some veterinarians, especially if the

The system which Mr. Colquhoun 


outlined would remodel the British em- 
pire on lines similar to the I'nited 
States, with complete local self gov- 
ernment for the mother country and 
each of the colonies, an hnperlal par- 
liament for imperial questions, sub- 
stantial free trade between ihe various 
colonies and each other nnd the moth- 
er country, and a tariff wall ngainst 
all outside countries. This would make 
Of the present British empire, to all in- 
tents and purposes, a federation of re- 
publics. with a tariff based upon dis 
tinctively protection lines. 


It was but a brief time ago, relative- 


ly speaking, when no intelligent Eng- 
lishman educated in British traditions 
would listen patiently to a defense or 
apology for the protective tariff princi- 
ple. It was a pestilent economic here- 
sy, completely exploded and damned 
beyond redemption by tho modern 
school of philosophy. The last word 
had been said upon the subject, nnd 
there was no longer an issue which ad- 
mitted of argument. The American at- 
titude was looked upon with impatient 
contempt. 
It was an outgrowth of 


American crudeness, rawness, igno- 
rance and contempt for authority. It 
was simply an instance where the un- 
learned. legislators for a democracy, 
unwilling to learn save by experience, 
had gone off after a misty and explod- 
ed heresy of the past through lack of 
knowledge of true economic laws and 
their working. 


There has been much of late to upset 


this serene and blind confidence In 
free trade. Other countries have re- 
fused to play the parts assigned to 
them by the great preachers of free 
trade. The United States, which was 
to furnish Great Britain with food and 
raw materials and become the great 
market for British manufacturers, has 
-und,er the heretical protective tariff 
forged to the front as n manufacturing 
nation in a manner which has aston- 
ished the world. Moreover, while ac- 
complishing this she has raised the 
standard of wages and of living among 
her people to such heights as were 
never dreamed of in the past. 


From the position that protection 


was an economic heresy British writers 
have now reached the point that they 
confess that protection Is tho proper 
policy for the United States and that 
qur wonderful industrial growth and 
development have been due to the In- 
telligent application of the principle to 
the building up of onr lioine manufac- 
tures and preserving to them the home 
market. While still scollintr at the Idea 
that protection could ever be accepted 
for Great Britain alone, the Idea Is 
steadily taking root that the applica- 
tion of the protective tariff principle 
to a federated empire is the only prac- 
tical method of preserving and ex- 
panding Great Britain's trade with her 
o/yrn colonies. The free trade theory is 
flow attacked in the. house of its 
friends, nnd tho attacks are, applauded. 
—Seattle Post-Intelligencer.

Including the savings in state banks, 


tho total today is over 93,000,000,000. 


It will be seen that in 1.SU4 many 


millions had to be withdrawn from 
the banks, and from ]«« to 1807 the 
Increase was only Sl.Vl.U'-Ti.OTS, or an 
average Increase of 8KS,.~>j(5,243 a year, 
while from 1807 to liio^ the increase 
was 59W5,J!fi3,0.")3 a year. 


But savings banks deposits represent 


only a part of the people's surplus 
earnings. There are the building and 
loan associations, the mortgages can- 
celed, the installments paid on the 
house and furniture, the insurance 
premium, the money paid for educa- 
tion, for church work, for amusements 
and luxuries and ornaments for the 
person and home. 


In consldeiing the money in the rav- 


ings banks and held by the building 
and loan associations, insurance com- 
panies and all like depositaries it must 
be remembered that It is not Idle 
money. It is loaned out on bond ami 
mortgage and is used by municipali- 
ties for improvements, street*, water- 
works, etc., and by individuals for ma- 
terial and building—in fact, it nearly 
all goes right back to the laborer 
again. 
And so prosperity's ondloxs 


chain revolves, propelled by the mo- 
tive power of protection, scattering not 
only the necessaries but tin: luxuries 
of life with the savings and surplus it 
gives to the masses. For this reason 
we say again that J)avid B. Hill is 
right and Uiat he uttered an Important 
truth regarding the workings of pro- 
tection when he assorted that "wealth 
cannot be measured so much by what 
« man earns ns bv what he sn\cs."

Bother About Reciprocity, 


Five years ;igo hist April a revision 


of the Canadian tariff made discrimi- 
nations Iu favur or" British import? 
over those from the United Stares that 
amounted to from 1- to 20 per cent. 
Since then these di>crlm!n:u!ons have 
advanced lu favor of Great Britain un- 
til they now approximate 33 per coat. 
Under such conditions it might with 
reason have been expected that Amer- 
ican exports to Canada would steadily 
decline, more especially, of course, in 
such articles ns come into direct com- 
petition at tlie higher rate of dr.ty 
with British goods. 


Our treasury statistics, however, tell 


a vastly different story. The increase 
has been marked and steady from year 
to year. It amounts since April, 1SI>7. 
to over 70 per cent. For the first niu<' 
months of the liscal year ended with 
June 30, 1000, we sent over the line or 
by water into British North America 
American goods to The aggregate valn»- 
of $00,703,000. For the corresponding 
nine months of 1901 the Canadians 
took from us $77,804,000 worth. Fp to 
April 1 of this year their importations 
from the United States were valued at 
?SO.y09.000. 


Do we need reciprocity with Cana- 


da? Ought wo to grant any tariff con- 
cessions to a country that now lets In 
British goods 33 per cent lower than 
It will admit ours? If we can go on In 
the face of a discrimination like that 
now in force ngalust us nnd steadily 
Increase our Canadian Trade., wherein 
would be the wisdom of disturbing the 
status quo by cutting down our tariff 
revenues from Canada? 
Possibly n 


like concession to us might still fur 
ther Increase our exports to Canada, 
but that is not at all certain. 


That it linsu't done so is deuonii 


nated by the Boston Journal "an eeo 
nomic phenomenon." The causes of it. 
explains our contemporary, "are prob- 
ably to be found in the fact that the 
tastes of the people of Canada are very 
like our own nnd that they prefer to 
pny even a higher price for a great 
many articles of American production 
than they will pny for British articles 
which 
less 
completely 
meet 
their 


needs.1' 


That IH reasonable. And the sort of 


"reciprocity" that Canada's statesmen 
have latterly been advocating in pub- 
lic addresses nnd through the presH 
won't do at nil. 
We can get nlong 


without It anyway, whether the Cana- 
dians can or not.—New York Commer- 
cial.
